Lesar, who will deliver these papers to you, has represented me in a number 
of Freedom of Information matters and we hope will 30 on have time to file mgre. He 
has just been admitted to the bar, so ho did not file the original papers. He and I 
have worked together closely in the case of James ^arl Ray's appeals, where’ he has 
done almost all the real legal work. 

Ho will be using some of these papers in a filing in court for me, with a close 
dea dl i n e tliat gives him little time, X hope that as he goes over them ho will be 
able to make copies of thoi letters that con interest you. If thi 3 is the case, he 
will then give you for return only the '.Texas report. Hgjyx There is no rush on its 
return. Rather than risk damaging it in the mail, perhaps ^auroen can hold it until 
he can pick it up or, if you have a messenger to sugsn spare, it can be left for him 
at Fensterwold’s law office, 6th floor, 910 16 HW. He and I see each other often enough. 

This is far from all I have on±h the Texas court. I have some of it filed away 
with work on a book I’ve had to lay aside. The case for federal control, stemming 
directly from the White House, is much stronger. Those are the parts of the official 
Archives file that have been memory-holed. S friend obtained some copies fvm a T 0 xas 
source years ago and wyoted them verbatim in a minor magazine. 

This copy of the report was made for me by D ean Storey (he is also a real dean, 
of the law school in Dallas, is it SMU?), He was a member of the court of inquiry 
for which Jaworski, a3 special oounsel, had a role equivalent to J. Lee Rankin's 
on the Warren Commission. °torey has never been unfriendly to me. He opened his files, 
which ho will leave a3 an archive at the law school, and they are a joke. I have much 
more that he has. 

Henry Wade, Dallas D.A., has become a friend. We have had a number of long 
talk3 about this. I did not toll him that investigation, on which he was ex officio, 
was a cruel hoax because he wa3 involved in only part of it, which we did discuss 
fully. If you ever have time, and not now for publication, I think how Jaworski 
presided over the conning of the T e xas boys in this area will fascinate you. I have 
that book a third written and don't want to throw it away. For your immediate understanding, 
one of the Texas problems shared by the federal is that Wade was convinced beyond question 
that there was a conspiracy. 

Let mo explain a little further why I phoned you to suggest you ask for the tech- 
nical data on Nixon' s taping system. I am sure it will destroy all their accounts of 
these mysterious disappearances, perhaps to the point of criminality. Where reel-to- 
reel tape recorders are used for voice recording, automatic reverse lias been available 
to my knowledge for at least six years, commercially and inexpensively. This means 
that it is not necessary to turn the reel over meclianically and the length of time is 
doubled. Identification of the machines used will establish whether or not they have 
this capability, ilore, there is no reason for the backup machine not to be permanently 
in the circuit, regardless of whether or not they are attended, weekend or no weekend. 

As I remomber Haldeman'3 testimony (and the dates are close, I'm fairly certain) , ho 
described a 7" reel. is difificult to believe there was such an installation with 5" 
reel capability only, hus my suggestion that you ask about dubbing facilities. With 
tne amount of tape on any reel a variable, if the original reel ..ere longer it also 
would bo a simple matter to rewind on a 5" reel from a longer amount of tape what would 
just run out at a convenient point. This would make the 5" reel look legitimate if it 
wore not. To my knowledge, recorders that take larger than 7” reels are in common use 
for the alleged Nixon purposes. Hadio stations use tliem, I believe at 15/16, to nvhrA 
what they call an air tape, of what is actually broadcast. 

If you did not follow the relevant testimony closely, what D ea n would talk about 
was known to Nixon, "eon spent that Sunday with Shaffer. The 9 p.m. EOB meeting followed 
Doan ' 3 8 s 15 conversation with Digby in wliich w ean was explicit. While ^ean and Nixon 
were talking, Nixon had a plione conversation with • £ 'eteraen, which has to have involved 
a different recorder or there would be dang-er of cross-talk.

Assisting the integrity of Dean's version 
and recalling the message to Nixon via “igby. I would also postulate) that Nixon 
could have known Ilia main taping system' wus inoperative" and that ho hud an 
auxiliary one within tin; room.

If Doan s testimony is truthful tfte/taifea convicto Nixon of a crime. °an it bo believed 
tiiat of all tlio tapes this one would not be listened to by both Nixon and Haldoman? 

(rfhen I first heurd tlio Haldoman testimony, X folt that the real purpose of his listening 
to tlio tapes Has to cue him in.) Or, given the burning White House desire to get Doan, 
if tlio tape made a perjurer of liin, it would not havojieen used? 

There is another explanation of tho Part 1 than Bull offered. If it was a dub onto 
5" reels to fit a portable machine tiiat docs not take’ 7" reels, the boxes of 5" reels 
would be properly identified. And if the original reel wa 3 more than 7" or if there 
wero more than one 7" reel, then there would be more than two parts to tho tat dubs. 

I see no reason to assume original taping on 5" reels, every roason to assume other 
clian 5" reels, and thus would suspect that if 5" reels aro delivered to tho court they 
are not originals, another reason for knowing what exquipment is used in the total 
installation.
